GENERAL INFORMATION 
All drinking water, including bottled drinking water, may be reasonably expected to contain at 
least small amounts of some contaminants. The presence of contaminants does not necessarily 
indicate that water poses a health risk. MCL's, defined in a List of Definitions in this report, are set 
at very stringent levels. To understand the possible health effects described for many regulated 
constituents, a person would have to drink 2 liters of water every day at the MCL level for a life- 
time to have a one-in-a-million chance of having the described health effect. 
The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, 
ponds, reservoirs, springs, and wells. As water travels over the surface of the land or through the 
ground, it dissolves naturally occurring minerals and radioactive material, and it can pick up sub- 
stances resulting from the presence of animals or from human activity. Contaminants that may be 
present in source water include: 
* Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, which may come from sewage treatment 
plants, septic systems, agricultural livestock operations, and wildlife. 
* Inorganic contaminants, such as salts and metals, which can be naturally-occurring or result 
from urban storm water run-off, industrial or domestic wastewater discharges, oil and gas produc- 
tion, mining, or farming. 
«Pesticides and herbicides, which may come from a variety of sources such as agriculture, storm 
water run-off, and residential uses. ; 
* Organic chemical contaminants, including synthetic and volatile organic chemicals, which are 
by-products of industrial processes and petroleum production, and can also come from gas sta- 
tions, urban storm water runoff, and septic systems. 
* Radioactive contaminants, which can be naturally occurring or be the result of oil and gas pro- 
duction and mining activities. 
In order to ensure that tap water is safe to drink, EPA prescribes regulations which limit the 
amount of certain contaminants in water provided by public water systems. Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) regulations establish limits for contaminants in bottled water. Based on a 
study conducted by ADEM with the approval of the EPA a statewide waiver for the monitoring of 
asbestos and dioxin was issued. Thus, monitoring for these contaminants was not required. 
Some people may be more vulnerable to contaminants in drinking water than the general popu- 
lation. People who are immuno-compromised such as cancer patients undergoing chemotherapy, 
organ transplant recipients, HIV/AIDS positive or other immune system disorders, some elderly, 
and infants can be particularly at risk from infections. People at risk should seek advice about drink- 
ing water from their health care providers. EPA/CDC guidelines on appropriate means to lessen the 
risk of infection by Cryptosporidium and other microbiological contaminants are available from the 
Safe Drinking Water Hotline (800-426-4791). 
Information about Lead 
Lead in drinking water is rarely found in source water but is primarily from materials and compo- 
nents associated with service lines and home plumbing. Your water system is responsible for pro- 
viding high quality drinking water but cannot control the variety of materials used in plumbing com-" 
ponents. 
If present, elevated levels of lead can cause serious health problems, especially for pregnant 
women and young children. Use only water from the cold-water tap for drinking, cooking, and espe- 
cially for making baby formula. Hot water is more likely to cause leaching of lead from plumbing 
materials. When your water has been sitting for several hours, you can minimize the potential for 
lead exposure by flushing your tap for 30 seconds to 2 minutes before using water for drinking or 
cooking. These recommended actions are very important to the health of your family. 
Lead levels in your drinking water are likely to be higher if: 
« Your home or water system has lead pipes, or 
+ Your home has faucets or fittings made of brass which contains some lead, or 
+ Your home has copper pipes with lead solder and you have naturally soft water, and 
+ Water often sits in the pipes for several hours. : 
If you are concerned about lead in your water, you may wish to have your water tested. Information 
on lead in drinking water, testing methods, and steps you can take to minimize exposure is avail- 
able from the Safe Drinking Water hotline or at www.epa.gov/safewater/lead. 
Monitoring Schedule 
Elba Water Works monitors for contaminants according to a schedule assigned to us by the 
Alabama Department of Environmental Management (ADEM), using EPA approved methods and a 
state certified laboratory. ADEM allows us to monitor for some contaminants less than once per year 
because the concentrations of these contaminants do not change frequently.

Action Level (AL) - the concentration of a contaminant that, if exceeded, triggers treatment or other 
requirements. Coliform Absent (ca) - Laboratory analysis indicates that the contaminant is not present. 
Disinfection byproducts (DBPs) - are formed when disinfectants used in water treatment plants react 
with bromide and/or natural organic matter (i.e., decaying vegetation) present in the source water. 
Distribution System Evaluation (DSE) - a one-year study conducted by water systems to moni- 
tor disinfection byproducts. 
Locational Running Annual Average (LRAA) - yearly average of all the DPB results at each spe- 
cific sampling site in the distribution system. The range of lowest to highest distribution site LRAA 
is reported in the Table of Detected Contaminants. 
Maximum Contaminant Level (MCL) - the highest level of a contaminant that is allowed in drinking 
water. MCLs are set as close to the MCLGs as feasible using the best available treatment technology. 
Maximum Contaminant Level Goal (MCLG) - the level of a contaminant in drinking water below 
which there is no known or expected risk to health. MCLGs allow for a margin of safety. 
Maximum Residual Disinfectant Level (MRDL) - the highest level of a disinfectant allowed in drinking water 
Millirems per year (mrem/yr) — a measure of radiation absorbed by the body. 
Nephelometric Turbidity Unit (NTU) - a measure of the clarity of water. Turbidity in excess of 5 
NTU is just noticeable to the average person. 
Non-Detects (ND) - laboratory analysis indicates that the constituent is not present above detec- 
tion limits of lab equipment. 
Not Reported (NR) - laboratory analysis, usually Secondary Contaminants, not reported by water sys- 
tem. EPA recommends secondary standards to water systems but does not require systems to comply. 
Parts per billion (ppb) or Micrograms per liter (ug/l) - corresponds to one minute in 2,000 years, 
or a single penny in $10,000,000. 
Parts per million (ppm) or Milligrams per liter (mg/l) - corresponds to one minute in two years or 
a single penny in $10,000. 
Parts per quadrillion (ppq) or Picograms per liter (pg/l) - corresponds to one minute in 
2,000,000,000 years, or a single penny in $10,000,000,000,000. 
Parts per trillion (ppt) or Nanograms per liter (ng/l) - corresponds to one minute in 2,000,000 
years, or a single penny in $10,000,000,000. ; 
Picocuries per liter (pCi/L) - a measure of the radioactivity in water. 
RAA - Running annual average — level reported is the highest RAA for the year 
Standard Units (S.U.) - pH of water measures the water's balances of acids and bases. Water with less 
than 6.5 could be acidic, soft, and corrosive. A pH greater than 8.5 could indicate that the water is hard. 
Treatment Technique (TT) - a required process intended to reduce the level of a contaminant in 
drinking water. Unregulated Contaminant Monitoring Rule (UCMR) - EPA program to collect data for 
contaminants suspected to be present in drinking water, but that do not have health-based standards. 
Variances & Exemptions (V&E) - State or EPA permission not to meet an MCL or a treatment 
technique under certain conditions.
